As I have written before, 
Don Kent, channel 4 meteo- 
rologist from many years 
ago, said the true signs of 
spring are the red winged 
blackbirds and _ bronzed 
grackles, because they always 
migrate and the robin, which 
many see as a sign of spring, 
don’t always head south if a 
food source is available. The 
robins that did migrate are 
back in large numbers, you 
can see them on many grassy 
areas around town. A neigh- 
bor reported seeing a flicker 
at her suet feeder. I had regu- 
lar visits by a red-bellied 
woodpecker all winter. It not 
only feeds on suet, it eats lots 
of hulled sunflower seeds. 

Betty on Chestnut St. 
reported she had a red-head- 
ed woodpecker at her feeders 
all winter. I have never seen a 
red-headed woodpecker, 
although when reading the 
bird sightings in the Sunday 
Globe, there have been 
reports of redheaded wood- 
peckers. in Lowell many 
times. I’m optimistic that one 
of these days one will be at 
my feeder. 

I had many downy and hairy 


Have you noticed? Many red 


woodpeckers all winter. The 
other regulars at my house 
are the house sparrows, 
which are already pairing up 
and claiming nesting boxes, 
house finches, savannah spar- 
row, fox sparrow and the 
American tree sparrow, 
chickadees, tufted titmouse, 
red-breasted and  white- 
breasted nuthatches, but no 
rock doves around. Also, the 
American gold finch, which 
you will notice the male is 
already having — subtle 
changes in its color. 

I have lots of blue jays; 
counted 14 one day and anoth- 
er day lost count when 
approaching 20. Anyone need 
a few jays? The blue jay can 
make short work of sunflower 
seed as they fill those small 
pouches in their cheeks and 
take the seed away to stash 
and come back again and 
again for more. 

I have many mourning 
doves and the regular gang of 
crows. I have a picnic table in 
an out-of-the-way spot, I put 
meat scraps and bread on 
this table. The crow, who is 
large and aggressive toward 
hawks and robs nest of small- 
er birds, is very timid when I 
put out stuff for them to eat. 
One will start calling his bud- 
dies when it sees the food, but 
will not go near it until re- 
enforcements arrive. One 


will approach the food in kind 
of a sideways walk, jumping 
back at times as though the 
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food was jumping at them. 
After finally getting close 
enough, it will grab a piece of 
food, jump back and fly off. 
At that, the others numbering 
about 10 will then proceed to 
do the same. In the mean- 
time, the blue jays, which are 
bolder, will have taken a lot of 
the food that I have put out 
for the crows. The crows at 
times will stand on a large 
suet basket and take some 
but, not a lot of suet. They 
will also come to the seed 
feeder area of my yard, prob- 
ably when things are tough, 
and pick at seed that has 
dropped on the ground. The 
other birds, which go after 
crows during nesting season, 
don’t pay any attention to 
them. 

The prize for the most male 
cardinals goes to me, since I 
received no reports of num- 
bers this winter. I had seven 
male cardinals at the same 
time along with several 
females. I wasn’t able to top 
Andrea’s nine from last year. 

Lynne from Billerica, who 
works in Wilmington, wrote 
me that in February, a flock 
of about 30 turkeys blocked a 
road in Tewksbury while she 
was on the way to work, prob- 
ably off or near Whipple Rd, 
where I had another report of 
a large flock of turkeys from 
Kathy. 

Dennis reported a sighting 
of several red-tailed and 
coopers hawks. I have had

my house, with evidence of-

Also from Cilla, 
some great pictures of a nest- 
ing allens hummingbird, and 
then when the mother left 
nest, pictures of eggs the size 
of a tic tac. I will be happy to 
forward those also. 

If you’re out and about early 
in the morning, around sun- 
up, stop and listen to the 
sounds. And, remember to 
look up often, you will be sur- 
prised at what you may see.

Respondents were also asked 
to rate a number of issues on 
both their level of concern 
and level of importance. 
Community members and 
staff members expressed a 
high desire for honors and 
advanced placement classes, 
while students placed priority 
on student support services 
including extra help, counsel- 
ing, and tutoring. 

“Equally important were 
the number of strengths,” 
said Benton, as the survey 
results also highlighted areas 
where the Wilmington Public 
Schools shine. Such areas 
included the 
English/Language/Arts pro- 
gram, the Social Studies pro- 
gram, relevant curriculum 
and programs, the focus on 
student health and well- 
being, and the range, variety 
and achievement of 


Wilmington sports and 
extracurricular activities. 

The results of the survey 
will be used in a number of 
ways. Benton revealed, “[The 
results] give us some infor- 
mation on where we are 
going to go...some of the 
goals are ongoing from the 
plan that expired in June to 
the next five year plan.” 

The School Committee will 
also use the results to com- 
pile a new documents and 
improvement plans, which 
Benton says, “...[are] really a 
roadmap of where we want 
the schools to go in the next 
six years.” 

The need for improved high 
school facilities - one of the 
biggest concerns highlighted 
in the surveys - was also dis- 
cussed at length during the 
school committee meeting.

facilitator, able to walk around 
the classroom with interactive 
tablets, engaging with the stu- 
dents rather than sitting up at 
the chalkboard. Tablet PC 
technology is leading the way 
in this arena. This is just one 
example of all the incredible 
tools that will hopefully make 
its way to the Wilmington 
classroom in the next few 


years. 
In essence, I see the mar- 
riage of classroom-based 


learning styles with virtual 
reality; textbooks and chalk- 
boards will make way for 
more advanced computer 
visual boards - an advance- 
ment in the current white- 
board system - in every class- 
room. Virtual classrooms are 
already being utilized at the 
older levels in Wilmington and 
I continue to see additional 
expansion in these areas; 
active virtual learning that 
allows a student to witness 
Bastille Day, rather than read 
about it in a book or climb the 
Himalayas without leaving 
your seat. 

Remember: no child is the 
same; one child may learn 
through reading and lecture, 
while another learns by doing. 
We can never, therefore, 
underestimate the importance 
of teacher/student interaction. 
From what I have seen in my 
three years on the school com- 
mittee, learning builds on that 
basic foundation of 
student/teacher interaction, 
and the technology provides 
additional tools to enhance the 
process; it will provide gifted 
and talented students more 
leeway into learning outside 
the typical classroom yet pro- 
vide children who require 
more one-on-one learning 
what they need, with success 
being the end result at both 
levels.” 


Ginny Bonish: 

“I once saw a speaker who 
said one of our most important 
jobs as parents is to get our 
kids ready for a life on their 
own, and we have eighteen 
years to do this. I’ll never for- 
get that statement and my 
vision of a 2ist century educa- 
tion in Wilmington helps par- 
ents do just that. In addition to 


providing a 2ist century facili- 
ty, which we covered in detail 
last week, my vision combines 
the instruction of essential 
traditional core academic sub- 
jects with the integration of 
2ist century skills such as crit- 
ical thinking, problem solving, 
technology, communication, 
and creativity. A curriculum 
such as this will provide the 
tools necessary for children to 
not only learn these skills but 
to practice them as well, 


which in turn will better pre-- 


pare them for admissions to 
competitive colleges, as well 
as for jobs and life in general. 
Some examples of what I envi- 
sion in Wilmington are more 
integrated technology, full 
wireless access for all schools, 
more choices and earlier onset 
of foreign language instruc- 
tion, continued and -early 
encouragement of volun- 
teerism, more technology 
training included in teachers' 
professional development, 
more guidance department 
outreach, more communica- 
tion with parents through 
email and websites and possi- 
bly even software such as 
Progressbook, which auto- 
mates parent and student 
communication, grade books 
and homework progress. I 
also see online global class- 
rooms, video conferencing, 
and more Smart boards and 
LCD projectors. And one more 
minor thing: I envision a web- 
site to fill in and maintain that 
little yellow emergency card 
with the tiny print so that it 
only has to be filled out once, 
then updated and printed 
every year for each child.” 


Manny Mulas: 

“Having children in the 
Wilmington School system, 
this is a question that is very 
relevant, not only as a candi- 
date for school committee, but 
as a parent. Educational and 
technological requirements 
are changing constantly, and 
we need to be able to keep up 
with these changes. While we 
need to stay true to the core 
principles of education and 
support continued growth in 
math and science, we need to 
expand on technology. My 
vision for a 21st century edu- 
cation in Wilmington is that 


high school renovations, addi- 
tions and expansions options 
can be viewed on the school’s 
website. The School 
Committee urged the commu- 
nity that now is the time to 
complete such as a project. 
Wilmington is guaranteed a 
48.47% reimbursement for the 
project expenses, though 
actual reimbursement may 
be closer to 50%. 

School Committee 
Chairman Margaret Kane 
encouraged Wilmington resi-

we need to implement 2ist 


nology. I think that the school 
system does a good job intro- 
ducing students early on, how 
to use computers and the 
Internet, however we need to 
be able to implement tools 
that allow teachers and stu- 
dents to have better access to 
a 2ist century education. One 
of the ideas that I have heard 
brought up was to supply stu- 
dents with tools like iPads 
instead of textbooks. I think 
that this is a really good idea. 
Ultimately this is an option 
that can save the school sys- 
tem money on the long run. It 
also gives teachers the ability 
to have virtual classrooms, 
have virtual field trips. Think 
about never having another 
snow day again! 2ist century 
education is about technology 
advances and I want to see the 
school system continue mov- 
ing in that direction. That is 
why I feel so strongly about 
building a new high school, a 
new school with 2ist century 
classrooms that will allow us 
to keep up with the ever- 


changing technology.

“I see education in the next 
decade and beyond continuing 
to evolve, becoming more 
interactive with many of the 
computer technologies that 
are available today, and 

ming more commonplace 
in every day life. 

When I was in schoél, the 
technology was, among other 
things, a set of encyclopedias. 
Now technology can be a 
Google search. Traditional 
values and lessons will need to 
be applied to and enhanced by 
the technology of today, as 
well as new and more interac- 
tive technologies of the future.

The only good 
answer is to adapt to the way 
things are going. Right now its 
all technology based. Who 
knows what it will be in ten 
years from now? 

To bring it back down to the 
ground floor, the three R’s are 
very important: reading, writ- 
ing, and arithmetic. I feel the 
basics are necessary in educa- 
tion. It doesn’t matter if we 
are electronically educated. 
Writing is very important. 
Kids today, with text messag- 
ing, are weak in writing skills. 
In the past you provided the 
basics, but current world 
events dictate that we have a 
more advanced student. 

Individual teachers know 
their students better than the 
head office. Education in the 
2ist century will be continu- 
ously changing. I guarantee 
another technology will come 
into effect in the next 15 years. 
The teachers are the forefront 
of our education system; they 
are the start, the ground floor, 
from preschool through high 
school. Give teachers more 
freedom and latitude for how

InWood Park changes endorsed by committee

WOBURN - A change from 
age-restricted condominiums to 
rental units in the final phase of 
the InWood Park project was 
endorsed this week by the City 
Council’s Special Permits 
Committee. 

Pending a likely affirmative 
vote from the full council at its 
meeting on Tuesday, April 6, a 
condo building with 44 units 


‘that was supposed to be 


restricted to residents over age 
55 will be 34 apartments, with 
no age considerations. 

The change will allow the 
developer, AvalorBay, a wider 
range of potential customers, 
as the age-restricted compo- 
nent has practically become 
phased out of the market. 

“If there were a market for 
that product type, we would 
build it,” said Scott Dale, of 
AvalonBay. “It (over-55) may be 
a concept that has come and 
gone, and I don’t see it coming 
back.” 

Dale also confirmed that 
AvalonBay will likely sell the 
InWood project to another 
developer, which he declined to 
name since negotiations are on- 
going. 

The new developer will likely 
end up building the new 34-unit 
apartment building, the last 
portion of the project that has 
taken nearly two decades since. 
it was first proposed as an 
office park and for which a spe- 


cial permit was granted in 2005. 
InWood Park is located on a 
sliver of land off Route 93. It 
can only be accessed through 
Reading and Wilmington. 


InWood Park 

William Bergeron, the site 
engineer for InWood, said the 
revised plans call for a building 
with a slightly smaller foot- 
print, and will be similar to the 
other apartment buildings that 
already exist at InWood. 

Issues with the city’s 
Planning Board, Conservation 
Commission and i i 
Dept. either didn’t exist or have 
been resolved, Bergeron noted. 
The Planning Board attached 
five routine conditions to a 
favorable recommendation it 
issued on March 1. 

Bergeron reminded the 
Special Permits Committee 
that the city assumes no main- 
tenance responsibility for the 
roads, drainage, snow removal, 
sewerage, and rubbish removal. 

“There is no drain on the 
city’s infrastructure other than 


firm, 
reminded the council of the 
substantial mitigation package 
that went with the. special per- 
mit, the $650,000 annual tax rev- 
enue (which will increase to 
about $700,000 with the final 
building) and the $2.45 million 


the developer paid to the city to 
buy back the affordability com- 
ponent of the project. 

Ward 4 Alderman Michael 
Anderson, who said he was ini- 
tially “very on the fence” about 
the modification, noted the age 
restriction was _ included 
because, “someone thought it 
was important,” primarily that 
residents over 55 don’t have 
school-aged children. 

Dale said the fears back in 
2005 that the InWood project 
would attract children, “haven’t 
materialized here,”. likely due 
to the remote location from the 
schools. He said the number is, 
“very, very low ... in the low 
30s.” 


Another factor may be the 
lack of 3-bedroom units, which 
tend to attract families with 
children. All the InWood units 
are either 1- or 2-bedroom. 
“We had good intentions in 
2005, but this is (now) the best 
use for the property,” added 
Dale. “This is the right thing to 
do whether we own it or some- 
one else owns it.” 

The finished portion of 
InWood has a 96-98 percent 


occupancy rate, according to 
Dale. 


“It’s been a great asset for 
us,” he said. “It’s been very suc- 
cessful.” 

He noted the prospective 
buyer is, “legitimate, well-capi- 
talized, (and) similar to 
AvalonBay.” 


In response to a question from 
Ward 6 Alderman Michael 
Raymond, Bergeron noted the 
lot for the new building will 
contain 68 spaces, two for each 
unit. There is also potential 
parking on the access road, 
which was built back when 
InWood was supposed to be an 
office park and is 44 feet wide. 

Alderman at-large Richard 
Haggerty said he had some 
concerns about the modifica- 
tion, but is “far more comfort- 
able” after hearing from 
AvalonBay at the committee 


meeting. 

“It’s kind of a ways away,” 
said Haggerty. “If you have 
kids, you probably don’t want to 
live that far away.” 

“I can’t imagine a lower 
impact on the city,” he added. 
“To get there from here, you’d 
probably have to use GPS.” 

In response to another ques- 
tion from Haggerty, Dale said 
aware of the modifications. The 
sale may be completed before 
construction begins this sum- 
mer. 

Ward 2 Alderman Richard 
Gately called InWood “an excel- 
lent project,” but said the mod- 
the council approves on April 6. 

“Don’t bother coming back; 
whoever builds it,” Gately said. 
“We can’t be playing this game 
forever.”

Anybody who knows me 
can testify to the fact that 
I’m a big fan of both Mr. 
Wilsons. On this day, those 
thoughts of fandom would 
get put on the backburner 
for sure as I made my way to 
the attractive woman who 
was busily snapping pitchers 
of retired Florida Marlins 
catcher Charles Johnson. 

“He looks like he could still 
play. Do you know Charles?” 
was my way of getting a con- 
versation started as I stead- 
fastly avoided competing 
with several 10-year-olds 
who were clamoring for 
Campaneris’ signature. 

Myrna explained that she 
loved the Marlins and had 
done some photography for 
the team several years ago. 
The Marlins have won a pair 
of World Championships and 
earned’a small fan-base by 
Red Sox standards. Next sea- 
son, the team will be playing 
in a sparkling new state-of- 
the-art stadium and will 
sometimes still be hard- 
pressed to draw fans. 

They can forget about those 
crowds for now. They have 
Myrna and her son Nick, 
who along with many other 
cancer survivors throughout 
this region and beyond, have 
come to depend upon the 
quality care at the Joe 
DiMaggio Children’s 
Hospital of Broward and 
Palm Beach counties. We 
have the Jimmy Fund and 
Dana Farber here in Boston, 
and it helps to” know that 
when I meet a person whose 
life has been touched by can- 
cer here on vacation I-will 
always have a point of refer- 
ence. There is no preference 
for me where I get my can- 
cer treatment, just as long 
as I’m still around to meet 
friendly people like Myrna. 
Myrna’s son Nick was diag- 
nosed with brain cancer on 
Friday, April 13 of 2007. 

“I guess you could say that 
was our lucky day,” says 
Nick’s mom, who is smiling 
with good reason. 

Four years later, Nick is 
cancer-free after receiving 
his treatment in South 
Florida. He is in college 
down here majoring in 
sports management. He has 
a mom eager to tell me how 
proud she is of her son and 
the treatment that was part 
of the care supported by 
events like the DiMaggio 
Legends Game. 

Brooks Robinson walks by 
and everyone on this day 
recognizes the - Baltimore 
Orioles Hall of Famer as he 
ducks into the third-base 
dugout. No one recognizes 
Myrna. No one_ except 
Charles. Johnson, who smiles 
and sends a wave her way 
before she quickly snaps 
another photograph. 

“Charles lived in my neigh- 
borhood,” offers Myrna. I 
tell her that I won’t take up 
anymore of her time on this 
beautiful mid-afternoon in a 
stadium that has been all but 
forgotten, sitting back from 
the- highway empty and 
under-utilized. 

These legends and people 
like Myrna and her son Nick 
have found at least one way 
to help get this old, rickety 
stadium up and running 
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stadium up and running again. This annual game has 
helped to provide sizeable funding for the renovation and 
expansion of the neonatal, intensive care unit that was com- 
pleted at the DiMaggio Children’s Hospital in the fall of 2009. 
Construction is now underway on a new four-story wing of 
the hospital, and upon completion of this project the hospi- 
tal will have 204 available beds. 

Legends and survivors like Nick will give back and share a 
story that should resonate all the way to Boston, the Jimmy 
Fund and the Dana Farber. There are people everywhere 
who care and who would love to share their story. Yes, I had 
a cancer scare again on this vacation, and I’ll tell you the 
story if you care to ask, and I’m sure that many people will 
always care. 

Just ask people like Nick, Myrna, Bob Ware and my new 
best buddy Bob Bolin, who showed up, got into uniform 
again and tossed a baseball my way. You are all Hall of 
Famers in my book. I managed to get that one signature and 
a moment that I won’t soon forget. I’m heading home. Now, 
where did I put that suitcase?

The latest round of facts and figures released as part of the 
2010 United States Census shows that most, but not all, commu- 
nities within the Middlesex East readership area gained resi- 
dents, while another available set of data and graphics helps 
rank area communities in interesting categories. 

What community has the toughest commute? Which has the 
highest median income? It’s all there, if one takes the time to 
mine the data and find it. 

Last week, Secretary of State William Galvin released the 
latest round of data, which shows that of the 10 Middlesex East 
communities, Stoneham is the only local town to lose population 
over the last 10 years.

Statewide, Boston, Worcester and Springfield grew in popu- 
lation but some areas of Massachusetts including Cape Cod and 
Berkshire County saw losses. The data released Tuesday also 


‘showed significant increases among the black, Hispanic and 


Asian populations in Massachusetts, while the number of white 
residents declined slightly. 

Boston's population rose from 589,141 in the 2000 census to 
617,594 in the 2010 census, an increase of about 4.8 percent. 

The population in Worcester, the state's second-largest city, 
also rose about 4.8 percent to 181,045 residents. 

Springfield's population increased by less than 1 percent but 
remained above 150,000 residents, a threshold that Secretary of 
State William Galvin said was important for western 
Massachusetts 


' largest city to continue receiving certain feder- 


al reimbursements. 

Lawrence, Revere and Plymouth were among other commu- 
nities that saw significant population gains, while Fall River, 
Somerville and Gloucester were among those that saw popula- 
tion declines from 2000. 

The state is losing one of its 10 seats in the U.S. House of 
Representatives because of overall population shifts announced 
earlier by the Census Bureau. A 24member legislative commis- 
sion has been appointed to redraw the district map. 

Until now, Galvin said, lawmakers trying to define the new 
districts have had only estimates to work with. 

"They have had to try to guess based on estimates," he said. 
"They now have real numbers." 

A local state representative, House Minority Leader Brad 
Jones (R-North Reading), is a member of the redistricting com- 
mittee.

READING 

“The Board of Selectmen 
has recommended further 
study of two locations for pos- 
sible placement of a new 
cemetery garage for the 
town’s Department of Public 
Works (DPW),” notes the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“The DPW is seeking to 
replace the cemetery garage, 
currently located at the 
Laurel Hill cemetery. 

“Officials report that while 
a few additions have been 
constructed over the years, 
the original section of the 
building is well over 100 years 
old. Over the past several 
years, the garage has experi- 
enced major storage issues, 
as well as an overall structur- 
al deterioration typically seen 
in century-old buildings. 

“Presently, the cemetery 
garage consists of a main 
floor containing about 1,550 
square feet of space, a two- 
bay basement’ garage having 
approximately~ 400 square 


feet, attic space of about 1,100 
square feet, and outside 
equipment storage utilizing 
about 275 square feet. The 
total area currently used is 
therefore 3,325 square feet. 
Last month, the Selectmen 
heard recommendations con- 
tained in a report from the 
town’s Cemetery Board, 
detailing possible locations 
for a new garage. 

“According to an executive 
summary of that report, 
based on the rating system 
developed for this study, the 
following locations should be 
considered for additional 
analysis as potential sites for 
the new cemetery garage 
facility: Laurel Hill ceme- 
tery(existing site), Forest 
Glen cemetery, Pearl Street 
at Audubon Road.

BURLINGTON - A tenure 
that has lasted almost two 
decades will come to a close 
Monday night. as .

While a number of issues 
have changed since 1993, 
Gianino said, “The responsi- 
bilities of the job haven’t 
changed at all.” 

He said he has always seen 
the board’s role as providing 
guidance to the full-time pro- 
fessionals who run the daily 
operations of the town. 

“T’ve always treated it as a 
Board of Directors,” Gianino 
stated. 

Asked about some of the 
accomplishments in which he 
takes particular _ pride, 
Gianino noted the tax incre- 
ment financing agreement 
which brought Sun 
Microsystems to town in 1998. 

He also stated the town has 
benefited greatly from the 
three-way land exchange with 
developers Gary Ruping and 
the Gutierrez Co. 

“There’s been a lot of bene- 
fits,” he said. 

He noted that the town wes 
able to save the Grand View 
Farm from development and 
restore the property. Gianino 
also listed the market-rate 
condominiums off Wall Street, 
and housing for “empty 
nesters” at the back of the 
Grand View site on Center 
Street as positive outcomes of 
the exchange. 

Serving as a chief financial 
officer, and now a chief oper- 
ating officer, for a real estate 
investment company, Gianino 
said his work background has 
been “helpful’ as selectman, 
noting efforts to contain costs 
in town government. 

“I’m proud of the fact that 
I brought a business approach 
to the beard,” he stated. 

Gianino, who has lived in 
Burlington for the past 25 
years, served as a representa- 
tive from the board in devel- 
oping a master plan for school 
facilities. He stated the new 
Memorial School, for which he 
sits on the Building 


Committee, will be a tremen- 
dous asset to the town. 


On the subject of what © 


issues he would have liked to 
see completed before leaving 
the board, Gianino stated he 
hopes a license agreement 
with the city of Boston for the 
Cummings trust property can 
be finalized shortly. The 
agreement would allow the 
town to develop recreation 
facilities on a portion of the 
property off Blanchard Road. 

He also said he would like 
to see a review of town opera- 
tions to eliminate some redun- 
dancies, an issue he noted he 
is being studied by the Ways 
and Means Committee. 

On the overall subject of 
town government, Gianino 
stated hhe favors to see 
Burlington go a town manager 
system, which would create 
“more synergy” and make 
operations less fragmented. 

As to what he enjoyed most 
about being a selectman, 
Gianino responded, “Just 
helping a community better 
itself ... Hopefully, I played a 
positive part. I enjoyed seeing 
positive results. 

Questioned about the most 
challenging aspect of the job, 
Gianino said, “The most chal- 
lenging part is the big pic- 
ture.” 

He said the board tends to 
deal with the issues of the 
moment and often is not as 
active as it should be in pro- 
viding long-term direction. 

Dealing with expectations 
from the townspeople is also a 
formidable task, Gianino 
noted. 

“It’s a challenge keeping 
people happy, keeping people 
from being cynical,” he said. 

Through the years, Gianino 
has worked with a wide range 
of colleagues on the board. 

One of the keys to an effec- 
tive board, he stated, is to take 
each vote “as a separate issue 
and when it’s over, let it go.” 

Communication among the 
board is also vital, he stated. 

One of the unfortunate 
developments in Gianino’s 
mind is an increasing lack of 
civility in municipal dis- 
course. 

“It has changed ... not for 


the better,” he noted. 
Gianino cited the often- 
harsh debate over 


Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement locating a facili-

ty in New England Executive 
Park as a point where debate 
became more heated and per- 
sonal. 

Looking 
thoughts 

Gianino is married with 
three children and noted his 
wife Liz has been and contin- 
ues to be active in the commu- 
nity in a variety of roles. 

As for his future plans 
involving town government, 
Gianino, in his parting 
remarks at the January Town 
Meeting, hinted he might 
want to return to Town 
Meeting. That is where he 
started his 24-year career in 
local politics, with time on the 
Ways and Means Committee, 
including two years as chair- 
man on his resume. 

Commenting recently, 
Gianino said of his political 
future, “I don’t know where 
lll go.” 

He noted his passion for 
politics and government, nur- 
tured during his time growing 
up in Medford, and comment- 
ed, “I can’t see myself staying 
out of town government.” 

Gianino was asked for 
some final thoughts on 18 
years on the most high-profile 
board in town government. 

“T really want to thank the 
people for giving me the 
opportunity,” he replied. “I 
may not have done what they 
wanted all the time, but I had 
their best interests at heart.” 

He made a particular point 
of thanking those who voted 
him into office six consecutive 
times. 

Gianino also made the 
point of his commitment to 
Burlington regardless of what 
role, if any, he may play in 
town government in the 
future. 

“T love the town,” he said. 
“i'm not going anywhere.”

Taking control of kids' weight issues 


Many parents are having 
conflicts with their children, 
and they're not over doing 
homework or cleaning their 
rooms. The disagreements 
are about food and how 
many of today's youth need 
guidance about what they 
eat because of pronounced 
weight gain. 

Research indicates that 
in the United States 1 out of 
3 children is now classified 
as overweight or obese. 
With less time spent exer- 
cising and more time spent 
in front of the television or 
with gaming consoles, chil- 
dren are packing on the 
pounds. Furthermore, with 
the harried pace many fam- 
ilies keep — including two- 
income households where 
there may not be ample 
time to prepare healthy, 
lower-fat meals -- fast food 
and convenience items have 
become the norm. 

According to reports 
from ABCNews, a young 
child who is obese has a 50 
percent chance of becoming 
an obese adult if he or she is 
not given help. This also 
puts the child at risk for 
heart disease, stroke and 
diabetes as an adult if the 
situation is not changed 
before adulthood. 

Experts advise against 
putting a child on an adult 
diet. Children have different 
nutritional needs and there 
needs to be enough food to 
fuel a growing body. 

Another thing that par- 
ents often contend with is 
picky eaters who are not apt 
to simply cut one thing out 


_ of a diet and replace it with 


a healthier alternative. 

A smarter idea is to con- 
sult with a pediatrician or a 
nutritionist who specializes 
in pediatrics. He or she can 
present a meal plan that fits 
with the dietary needs of the 


child but is also healthy 
enough to promote weight 
loss. Adult diets may harm a 
child's health because they 
limit certain things that a 
child needs to process vita- 
mins and minerals, such as 
certain levels of fat. 

One of the best things to 
do is to get children moving. 
Regular exercise is an ideal 
way to burn off the calories 
and fat that is not needed. 
Implement daily activities, 
such as taking walks, play- 
time in the yard and sports 
games so that kids are moy- 
ing instead of sitting in 
front of the television. 

Here are some other 
ideas that may work. 

* Limit electronics use so 
that kids will have to get 
their fun from physical 
activities. 

* Don't make a big deal 
about body weight. A 12- 
year study at Standford 
University found that par- 
ents who are very control- 
ling about food put too much 
pressure on their children to 
be thin. This can lead to eat- 
ing disorders. Parents who 
push diets may have chil- 
dren who are overweight 
years later. 

* Hat regular meals as a 
family. Eating meals togeth- 


er instead of grazing and — 


snacking can promote bet- 
ter eating habits. 

* Remove unhealthy 
foods from the home. Kids 
will eat what is convenient. 
If there are no unhealthy 


snacks around, they'll have - 


to choose from others, like 
fresh fruits and low-fat 


items. | 


m Serve meals from the 
stove. Portion out food items 
onto each person's plate 
instead of putting a large 
quantity of food in the mid- 
dle of the table. This can 
help regulate portion sizes 


Melanoma the most 
serious form of skin cancers 


Though certainly not the 
most common form of skin 
cancer, melanoma is the 
most serious type of skin 
eancer. According to the 
American Melanoma 
Foundation, the incidence of 
melanoma has been steadily 
increasing for the last three 
decades. 

The most common form 
of cancer for young adults 
25 to 29 years old, 
melanoma can affect just 
the skin or spread to other 
parts of the body, including 
organs and bones. Because 
the incidence of melanoma 
is on the rise, it helps men 
and women, and even chil- 
dren and teens, to learn 
about melanoma in the 
hopes of preventing the 
onset of this potentially 
fatal form of skin cancer. 


What causes melanoma? 

Normal skin cells 
become abnormal when 
people spend too much time 
in the sun. Once skin cells 
become abnormal, they can 
quickly grow out of control 
and attack the tissue around 
them. People who live in 
regions where sunlight is 
more intense, such as the 
southern United States, are 
more likely to develop 
melanoma than those who 
live in regions where sun- 
light is not as intense. In 
addition, parents should be 
especially mindful of their 
child's sun exposure. As the 


AMF notes, melanoma has 
been linked to excessive sun 
exposure in the first 10 to 18 
years of life. 


Does melanoma run in 
families? 

Melanoma does tend to 
run in families, and people 
with abnormal moles might 


have a family history of - 


melanoma. While these 
atypical moles, which can 
be smooth or appear rough, 
don't cause cancer by them- 
selves, having them could 
indicate a family history of 
melanoma. People with 
such moles should be espe- 
cially protective of their 
skin when spending time in 
the sun. 


and prevent overeating. 

* Don't make everything 
off-limits. Have a few 
"splurge"items around so 
that kids won't feel 
deprived. Low-fat frozen 
yogurt can satisfy like ice 
cream. Lower-fat cookies 
can replace the unhealthy 
kind. Chances are kids 
won't even realize they're 
eating healthier. 

* Skip sodas and sugary

drinks. Encourage children 
to drink water, fruit juices 
and low-fat milk instead of 
filling up on sugary drinks. 

Parents can make their 
children feel loved and sup- 
ported no matter their 
weight. Taking an interest 
in a child's health involves 
being aware of eating and 
food issues that can lead to 
obesity.
